1. The notice of public hearing was duly sent to residents and businesses as prescribed by
law and in The Sentinel, also as required by law.

2. The evidence presented by the Applicant showed that:

(a) The property is a commercial property located on a busy, multi-lane state highway
in a neighborhood of commercial properties.

(b) The subject premises is a gas station and if the variance is granted the Applicant
intends to eliminate three (3) gasoline pumps. ‘

(c) The variances are requested for the purpose of constructing a canopy over the
pumps. ‘ ,

(d) The canopy, if permitted, will contain a fire suppression system while there is not



now a fire suppreSsion system on théprémises there being no canopy.

(e) The ground under the proposed canopy is paved and the vanance if granted, would
allow the construction of a canopy which would not cause the removal or moval of any trees or
vegetation.
